Customers applying for a first-time issuance of a non-compliant or REAL ID Virginia driver's iicense, learner's permit, 
commercial driver’s license (CDL), or identification card must provide proof of identity listed on the DMV 141 
(https://ps1 .dmv.virginia.gov/intranet/forms/pdf/dmv141 .pdf)) along with all other required documents indicated on 
the DMV 141 (https://ps1 .dmv.virginia.gov/lntranet/forms/pdf/dmvl 41 .pdf).

DOCUMENT ACCEPTABILITY FOR OBTAINING A DRIVER'S LICENSE OR IDENTIFICATION 
CARD; 

• For a complete list of acceptable documents, refer to "Obtaining a Driver’s License or identification Card" (DMV 
14T (https://ps1.dmv.virginia.gov/intranet/forms/pdf/dmv141.pdf)). 

• The acceptable documents listed may change without prior notice. 

• NEITHER TEMPORARY DOCUMENTS NOR PHOTOCOPIES OF DOCUMENTS WILL BE ACCEPTED. All documents 
must be originals. Ail documents will be subject to verification, which may delay the issuance of a customer's 
license, instruction permit or photo identification card. 

• DMV may require additional documents. DMV will not accept a document when there is reason to believe it has 
been altered, fraudulently obtained or is fake, forged, counterfeit or otherwise non-genuine or illegitimate. 

• Falsifying information on a driver's license, learner's permit. CDL, COL instruction permit or ID card application is 
a criminal offense. Altering or assisting a person with improperly or fraudulently obtaining a driver's iicense, 
learner's permit, CDL, CDL instruction permit or ID card are also criminal offenses. 

PROOF OF IDENTITY POINTS TO REMEMBER: 

• Documents presented as proof of identity MUST show the customer's full legal name and date of birth. 
NICKNAMES WILL NOT BE ACCEPTED. 

• The customer must present a document from the list of documents. 

. CSC management has the authority to NOT accept ANY documents that are QUESTIONABLE. In these cases, the 
customer can be requested to provide ADDITIONAL documents. 

• Customers holding a Virginia issued ID card are REQUIRED to present legal presence when applying for an 
original license or permit. 

• Customers holding a valid permit or license are NOT REQUIRED to present legal presence when applying for an 
original ID card. 

• Customers complying a medical review suspension or medical review cancellation who are otherwise eligible 
(e.g. no outstanding orders) to receive a license are NOT REQUIRED to present legal presence. 

• The same document may be used to prove legal presence and Identity, providing it is listed as an acceptable 
document on both lists on the DMV 141 (httpsY/psI .dmv.vjrgmla.gov/intranet/forms/pdf/dmv141 .pdf). 

IDENTITY DOCUMENT NOTES: 

• REAL ID compliant driver's licenses, identification cards, and CDLs are acceptable identity documents. 

o REAL ID compliant credentials will have a gold, black or gray star printed in the upper right corner.

. DMV does NOT ACCEPT: 

o Plastic birth registration cards Issued by a non-Virginia state. U.S. territory or jurisdiction, 
o Notifications of Birth Registration (issued by any U.S. state, territory or jurisdiction.) 
o Birth certificates from Puerto Rico Issued before July 1,2010. 

• Paper documents (not listed on the Birth Document Chart 

(https://ps1 .dmv.virginia.gov/intranet/manuals/dlg/pdf/birth_doc_chart.pdf)) with the following titles must be 
forwarded to Identification Review (IR) for elevated review (refer to DLG-0202 
(https://ps1 .dmv.virginia.gov/intranet/manuals/dlg/d!g0202.pdf)): 
o Birth Registration 
o Certificate of Birth Registration 

• DMV will accept a Virginia Certificate of Foreign Birth if NO disclaimer is on the document (indicating the 
document is not evidence of U.S. citizenship). 

o If the Virginia Certificate of Foreign Birth contains a statement indicating the document is not evidence of 
U.S. citizenship, the CSR must: 

■ Request proof of one of the parent's U.S. citizenship (the parent must be listed on the Virginia 
Certificate of Foreign Birth). 

■ Submit the Virginia Certificate of Foreign Birth and the parent’s citizenship document to 
Identification Review. 

• Forward ail Certificate of Foreign Birth documents issued by another state to Identification Review for further 
review. 

• DMV accepts unexpired foreign passport with an expired or unexpired visa, 1*94 or I-94W or 1-551 stamp. If the I- 
94W is presented, it MUST be from a country participating in the Visa Waiver Program (VWP):
